Jim, you need to add one more filter to your collection: the JPS NIR-12 
dual-processor audio DSP filter. I used one with my IC-765 for several 
years and it really boosted selectivity and noise reduction. Of course, 
when I got the PRO, the NIR-12 went on the shelf, although I may hook it up 
again just to keep the electrons (and holes) agitated! 


The NIR-12 is the only, as far as I know, DSP unit with twin 40 MHz 
processors such that it can perform all its functions concurrently. IT has 
two adjustable modes of noise reduction and multi-hetordyne notch, and a 
superb filter suite that is completely adjustable as to center frequency, 
cutoff frequencies, bandwidth, etc. 


So, if you can pick one up, I think that you will find that it can give 
your new DSP job a run for its money. Unfortunately it is no longer 
available new, but they show up occasionally on the used market. They sold 
for about $400 new in the early 90's. 


And I fully agree with everything you say about the Datong filters. I have 
only the FL-1 but it was the workhorse prior to the NIR-12. Still a superb 
and highly versitile filter, but your FL-3 is clearly superior. 


Thanks for your note on this topic and on the high-school background.

If you were set up at a gathering with your set of filters, 
I would take great interest in giving them a look and a 
listen. Knowing about this in advance, could an interested 
a person bring along his own filter to try out side-by 
side? 


A related idea: 

I think it would be a great tool to have an audio box that 
generates and mixes standardized desired signals and 
interference signals at particular frequencies and levels, 
then provides the resultant signal at a speaker jack same as 
a receiver does. That box (or maybe a standardized tape 
recording) could be used with aid of a scope, to compare 
performance of audio filters. That way you could tabulate 
results of your family of filters and I could see how they 
stack up against my small family of filters (Palomar PF-300 
(SCAF), M&M MSB-1 (analog), Aftronics SuperSCAF, Autek 
QF-1A, Radio Shack DSP,and some passive LC filters.

Hi James, the main problem I have had with outboard audio frequency 
filters has been the agc line. With the AGC being driven by a signal from 
a 3 KHz bandwidth source a strong nearby signal will control the AGC and 
supress your weak signal.

I posted something on the Elecraft list that took an unexpected turn. I 
found it very educational. I am going to excerpt some of the discussion 
on this list in hopes that it is as informative to others as it was to 
me. 


My original post was a comment on how some rigs had very good output but 
poor receivers while the K2 had minimal output but a great receiver. I 
have very good results in answering CQs, but little luck in calling CQ. 


Ron D'Eau Claire, AC7AC responded: 


>You have pointed out a key issue with running QRP. To have a successful QSO 
>takes TWO good operators willing to "work" QRP even if one of the stations 
>is running a kilowatt. 

> 

>Radiating some r-f£ is only half of a contact. So even though the other guy 
>is running a kilowatt, he/she has to have the receiver and the skill to copy 
>a QRP signal or there will be no QSO. 

> 

>A lot of ops skip over any signal that isn't "S-9" when cruising the bands, 
>but will dig a little when a station is calling them, so I'm not surprised 
>that you have better success answering CQ's than calling them. That's been a 
>fundamental truth on the bands at all power levels for the half-century that 
>I've been pounding brass. Personally, I tend to call the 'weak' ones or the 
>ones with some sort of funny characteristic because those turn out to be the 
>QRP or homebrew rigs. 

> 

>But I am always aware that when I work a QRO station while I am running a 
>barefoot K2, I have just 'volunteered' him to make a QRP contact whether he 
>wanted to or not. I try to stay aware of the changing band conditions, 
>realizing that if the band isn't in the very best shape he is likely working 
>much harder to copy me than I am him, and the reason for that is because of 
>my choice to limit myself to low power. 


I responded to Ron as follows: 


>Thanks, Ron, that explains something that I have experienced from time 
>to time in the last few months that I have been back on the air. As 
>soon as I would tell the other station I was QRP, they wouldn't come 
>back to me. I couldn't understand why. Now I do. As a result, I 
>usually don't share that I am QRP until near the end of the QSO. 

> 


>I suppose that if I identified myself as a QRP station when I answered 
>his call (i.e., de W4BQP/QRP) it would give him a choice, but then I 
>would have fewer QSOs than I now do. Maybe I will try it and see what 
>happens. 


To which Tom Hammond, NOSS responded: 


>About the ONLY time I sign "/QRP" is when I'm calling ON (or near) one of 
>the QRP calling frequencies... OR if I think it might actually help my 
>chances of working a station I feel might actually care to listen a bit 
>harder for "the QRP station...". 

> 

>In contests, the only time they find out I'm QRP is if it's part of the 
>exchange, otherwise, I'm just one of those midwesterners who hasn't learned 
>that a dipole at 10' isn't an ‘antenna’. 


There were other equally valid comments, but you get the gist. Hope 
that this has been as informative for some of you as it has been for me.

You could work out maximum input signal level, by working back 
from the output: 
1) The gain spec for the SA612 (used as a mixer) is about 18cB. 


2) I measured the DC voltage on one of the output pins at about 1.1 
volts lower than supply voltage. This means that an output signal 
could swing a maximum of 1.1v peak. 


So what input voltage is 18dB less than 1.1v peak? 20dB is a factor 
of 10 for voltage, so an input voltage of 110mV peak would start 
to cause non-linear behaviour at the output. 

Does this mean that distortion won't occur for ANY signal under 
110mV? Not likely. The input stage could easily distort for signals 
below this. ANY gain stage within the SA612 can cause distortion - 
the input stage as well as the output stage. Paul Harden, in a recent 
post said that a mixer should be used well under the compression 
limit described above (at least for a receiver). 

Another approach would take a look at how hard other designers 
have driven the input stage. For example, what input signal drives 
the transmit mixer in Dave Benson's SW40+ rig? I measure it as 
about 0.1v peak. Dave is driving the mixer about as hard as he can, 
without creating TOO many spurs at the output. 


Philips data sheet at 

http: //www.semiconductors.philips.com/acrobat/datasheets/SA612A. pd£ 
doesn't give straightforward info about input levels. Their 45 MHz test 
circuit has a tuned input stage that may, or may not be matched to 

50 ohms. Their 3rd order distortion spec of -12dBm input level for this 
circuit isn't easily translated to a different (ham-type) circuit.

I've looked through the ARRL handbooks for examples of Collins Mechanical 
Filter use and all examples show the devices in a single ended 
configuration, i.e. one input, one output and ground. The devices that I 
have, however, have TWO inputs and outputs. It seems clear that they are 
attached in "push-pull" or double ended configuration to the MC1496G chips 
on the assemblies to which they are attached. So it seems reasonable to 
assume that these are indeed double ended devices. 


Questions: 


1. The specs that I obtained from Collins/Rockwell for these 526-9700-010 
devices specify input and output parallel capacitances of 350 pF and source 
and load impedances of 5 kohm. The assemblies do indeed have parallel caps 
totalling 350 pF (a little bit less to account for stray, apparently) BUT 
the termination resistors appear to be one 2.5 k from each of the 
inputs/outputs to one of the rails. Wouldn't that make the termination 
resistance 1.25 kohm? 


2. What is the difference between these filters with six pins (2 ea. input, 
output and ground) and the types that seem to be prevalent in the ARRL 
literature?

If you're trying to do a design with very low power consumption, the LO 
drive might be an issue. But there is a bigger problem that I'll get to 
in a moment. 


By the math, the LO problem doesn't seem all that bad. +7dBm (that's dB 
in relation to a milliwatt, not double-balanced mixer) is only 5 
milliwatts; if you could get that at 50% efficiency from a 12 volt 
supply, it would only represent about 1mA of current. I know oscillators 
don't run at efficiencies anywhere near 50%, but if you look at it as 
adding an amplifier with a +7dBm output to whatever lower-power 
oscillator that you would already have to have for another kind of 
mixer, the power consumption increment should be small. 


But there's one more factor we have to add. An active mixer like a 602 
has conversion gain (+15dB or more); the diode mixer has loss (typically 
6-7dB). You will probably have to add another stage of IF amplification 
to make up the difference. And this stage should come before the IF 
filter; otherwise the noise figure of the design will be very high. So 
this post-mixer amplifier has to handle a large dynamic range. This 
means that its power consumption will be high, at least if you actually 
want to get the increase in dynamic range that you can get with a diode 
mixer. The one in the K2, for example, consumes over 30mA all by itself 
when the radio is configured for performance rather than minimum power 
consumption. (Setting the radio for minimum power cuts the dynamic range 
down to the same neighborhood as a good 602 design, so there's no point 
to the extra circuit complexity if you're going to do that full-time.) 


Using the diode mixer also adds a bit of part count when compared to a 


602 mixer. The 602 is (or can be) an LO and mixer all in one. With the 
diode design, you need an LO, probably an additional LO amplifier, 
probably an additional IF amplifier, and the mixer; lots more stuff to 
buy, find circuit board room for, and solder.

MiniCircuits, and others, do have a series of mixers with built in 
amplifier for the LO and/or RF. They tend to be expensive in the 
"ouch" class. However, the ADE series are pure passive mixers.

Good point, and absolutely right. I think some QRPers avoid the DBM 
because of the +7 or +13dBm LO drive for most commercial mixers, which is 


a lot of power for a QRP rig. However, one of the points I was trying 

to illustrate in the post is that driving a DBM with LESS LO power doesn't 
keep the thing from working, just a slight drop in performance, and thus 
perfectly acceptable for HF QRP equipment. I, and others, have proven 
that empirically as well. Plus, these DBM's are now becoming available 

in lower LO drive levels. 


And good point on the square wave LO injection. Inside these DBM's, 

you have a full-wave diode bridge network that does the mixing action. 
The LO basically "turns on" a pair of diodes and allows the RF to pass 
for the duration of the LO signal, then turns on the opposite pair during 
the negative portion of the LO signal. The LO is basically the "switch" 
drive. As a diode turns on, it makes noise as the impedance is 

changing drastically at the moment the diode turns on and current begins 
to flow. If the LO is a sine wave, that transition period is often 
considered to be about 20-30 degrees of the LO sine wave, and even longer 
if your LO drive is less than recommended. But by slamming a square wave 
into the mixer as the LO, you are turning those diodes on very quickly, 
(a few nS, which is a few degrees for the low LO frequencies we tend to 
use), which reduces the overall noise generated by the mixer. 


However, recall that a square wave is a fundamental frequency rich in 
harmonics, and using a square wave LO will produce LO harmonics on the 
IF output, with the 3rd harmonic being the strongest. So if the mixer 
is used for upconversion, check where these harmonics and the resulting 
images will fall. This is not so much of a concern for down conversion 
(when your IF frequency is lower than your RF frequency). 


Good point to make, John.

Force 12 has a small, mutiband vertical that is 9' tall (+ 
18" mount). It's the Sigma-5 model that covers all bands 
from 20 through 10 meters, and it is an efficient 
end-loaded design. 


The image shown in the catalog shows the base mount 
planted in a 5-gallon paint bucket (probably filled with 
cement). It looks like it could be tipped over when not in 
use.

Bill, tell your friend that "any" antenna will "work" and even a low 
antenna will sometimes enable a DX contact. Nothing like a Yagi at 50 ft, 
of course, but he can hear and work stations. And has he considered putting 
an antenna in the attic or just above the roof? 


Then, ask your friend why he is spending any bucks to put up a 20-meter 
dipole? 


Buy a roll of "antenna wire" from Radio Shack and three insulators, if he 
has nothing already that can be used. Solder on some coax, mount the 
antenna and prune the length for lowest SWR - not 1:1 - just the lowest he 
can get on the frequency range desired. 


Please do not let him go out and spend up to $100 for some "ready-made" 
antenna that will do absolutely nothing different or better. 


My first antenna (in 1946!) was a 20-meter folded dipole made from TV 
twinlead strung up in the house about 5 ft above the floor. Worked a number 
of stations with about 10 watts or less into the antenna. 


Flame suit on for all the antenna manufacturers .

Mike, your concept and math are on the mark, but what knocks things into 
the hat is that your S6 signal is down there with all the other S6 signals 
and S6 band noise while his S9+10 db signal is heads and shoulders above it 
all. 


So, you hear him loud and clear, and from your viewpoint, he should hear 
you almost as good since you are about S6 to S7. And he would if there were 
only the two of you on a quiet band. But, at that level most of the time 
you are just part of the background and he has to work to pull you out of 
the mess. 


I do not feel that any QRP operator needs to make excuses for the power 
level he runs or that any QRO operator should feel that he is doing "us" a 
favor by straining his ears to hear our our puny little signals. Each does 
what he does and works whom he works voluntarily. 


What I try to do is to limit my QRP operating to contacts with other QRP 
stations so that we are on an equal footing in terms of signal level. That 
way, I am reasonably sure that the other guy has some skill in working 
weaker signals, if in fact they are weaker, and is not likely to take 
offense that someone with only 5 watts had the nerve to call him. 


I recall the amazement I experienced a few years back when I first became 
interested in QRP: most of the QRP stations I heard were NOT weak - they 
were loud! And the pileup on any of our Fox Hunts should convince any 
QRO'er that QRP signals can be, and usually are, plenty strong enough for a 
casual contact. 


Speaking of Hunts, tonight is the night! Good Hunting to all! GO NETXQRP 
TORNADOS!

Mike, your concept and math are on the mark, but what knocks things into 
the hat is that your S6 signal is down there with all the other S6 signals 
and S6 band noise while his S9+10 db signal is heads and shoulders above it 
all. 


So, you hear him loud and clear, and from your viewpoint, he should hear 
you almost as good since you are about S6 to S7. And he would if there were 
only the two of you on a quiet band. But, at that level most of the time 
you are just part of the background and he has to work to pull you out of 
the mess. 


I do not feel that any QRP operator needs to make excuses for the power 
level he runs or that any QRO operator should feel that he is doing "us" a 
favor by straining his ears to hear our our puny little signals. Each does 
what he does and works whom he works voluntarily. 


What I try to do is to limit my QRP operating to contacts with other QRP 
stations so that we are on an equal footing in terms of signal level. That 
way, I am reasonably sure that the other guy has some skill in working 
weaker signals, if in fact they are weaker, and is not likely to take 
offense that someone with only 5 watts had the nerve to call him. 


I recall the amazement I experienced a few years back when I first became 
interested in QRP: most of the QRP stations I heard were NOT weak - they 
were loud! And the pileup on any of our Fox Hunts should convince any 
QRO'er that QRP signals can be, and usually are, plenty strong enough for a 
casual contact. 


Speaking of Hunts, tonight is the night! Good Hunting to all! GO NETXQRP 
TORNADOS!
